Hr Official Bulletin Nr 496 from ARRL Headquarters, Newington, Ct. 
August 15, 1974 to all radio amateurs BT 
FCC has proposed a new schedule of fees for nearly all radio services, to comply with 
a recent ruling by the Supreme Court. The principal criterion laid down by the Court 
is the value of the recipient, For amateurs, the basic fee would be six dollars for a 
five-year license, as opposed to nine dollars at present and ten dollars in the 1972 
proposal which has never become effective. Modifications without renewal are pro- 
posed at five dollars, against four now and five in the 1972 list. Special call sign 
fees would remain at twenty-five dollars, Novice license, races authorizations and 
military recreation stations would continue to be free of charge. Comments are due 
by September 20 and reply comments by October 4, making reference to Docket 
19658, The procedural requirement of an original and fourteen copies applies as 
usual, AR

The FCC requires "Big Brother'' to act as censor of the transmissions retrans- 
mitted by a repeater, "Big Brother" has no punitive powers. His only recourse is 
to disable the repeater until illegal transmissions cease. 

The Supreme Court says that criminala must be advised of their rights. Victims 
are not advised of their rights by the criminal and of course, the victim is responsible 
tor the crime since, if he were not present, the crime could not be committed. Good, 
iogical thinking! 

Our open repeater retransmite all signals received on the input frequency. We can- 
aot retransmit a signal which is an infraction of the rules unless it first appears on the 
input frequency; and, of course, it will continue to be transmitted on the input whether 
the repeater is shut down or not, but ‘Big Brother'' is responsible and bears the blame. 
Good thinking? 

The sooner the FCC fixes the reeponsibility on the perpetrator of the illegal trans- 
mission and punishes him for the act, the suoner we will gee the return of proper en- 
forcement and respect for the law. Why punish the majority for the acts of a few?
